Comes Up tor Hearing He fore Shakespeare 


This Morning—The Atllilavlt Infective 


and l» QuHBhcd. 


Henry Wishou, accused of attempt- 


ing to bribe voters at the recent eleo 
tion, was arraigned before 'Squire Dan- 
iel Shakespeare this morning at 10 
o'clock. 
The 
trial 
was set for 9 


o'clock, and at that hour a 1 irge num- 
ber of witnesses and spectators were on 
hand. 
The defendant, Mr. 
Wishon, 


was a little late in showing up. Fin- 
allv, he came, accompanied by the 
Hon. "Boss" Foster and A. T. Hoi- 
comb. 


Mr. Holcomb promptly filed a mo- 


tion to quaah the affidavit, 
alleging 


three serious defects. 
First, that it 


did not state that Jesse Bond, tho com- 
plauing witness, was an elector quali- 
fied to vote. This was most essential, 
Mr. Holcomb contended. 
Second, it 


was not alleged that Mr. \Yishon was 
attempting to induce Bond to vote con- 
trary to his wishes; and third, it failed 
to name facts constituting an offense 
against the statutes of Ohio. 


Tho matter was argued by Judge 


Holcomb and Mr. Thomas. 
'Squire 


Shakespeare then sustained the motion 
to quash it and dismissed the case. 


Messrs. Thomas and Beatty at once 


set about preparing a new 
affidavit 


which wocld comply with the 
law. 


They asked Wishou to wait five or ten 
minutes and then they would bo ready 
to proceed. 
Ho declined to do so, and 


putting on his overcoat, skipped out. 


The attorneys for the prosecution 


immediately withdrew the case against 
'Foster from Shakespeare's court.

affidavits, against which there nould 
be no possible kick comin', were pre- 
pared and filed in 'Squire Colo's court 
this afternoon. The warrants were 
placed in Constable Reed's hands and 
he went out to Carey's Run after his 
men this afternoon.

court of Great Britain, whilu the tifth 
member i.s lo bo a jurist selected by the 
other members. 


In I be i-vent of these four members 


failing to agree upon the selection of 
the lifth member, King Oscar, of Swe- 
den and Norway, will select him. The 
lifth member will be president of the 
tribunal and he may bo a judge of. 
either the supreme court of the United 
.Stales or the similar court of Great 
Britain. 


Under the third head the tribunal is 


directed to examine all the facts nec- 
essary to decide the controversy re- 
garding the territory known to belong 
to the United Netikcrlands and tho 
kingdom of Spain when Great Britain 
acquired Guiana. 


Under the fourth bead it i.s provided 


that the arbitrators sluill ascertain 
all the facts necessary to arrive at 
a proper decision. They must bo gov- 
erned in their findings by three short 
rules, the most imporUiikt of which 
provides a prescription of 
r>0 years. 


The arbitrators may give effect to the 
rights of settlers. 
In establishing- the 


facts the ordinary rules of law shall 
prevail. 


The agreement is dated November 


12, 181)0, and is signed by Secretary of 
State Olney and Sir Julian 1'anncofotc, 
tho Hriti.sh ambassador to the United 
States.

from lay lips and then expect the same 
exemption from criticism as if they were 
speaking of spiritual things with all 
the authority of their sacred 
office. 


When a preacher pronounces for one 
party or another the politicians who 
are advantaged care nothing about the 
strength of ins argument. 
What they 


count on is the influence which he has 
acquired over minds that are prone to 
construe any criticism of a pastor as an 
assault upon tho church itself. 


Outside of their theological sphere 


clergymen are no wiser than other 
men. 
Tho Almighty's designs in secu- 


lar affairs are as dark to them as to the 
humblest pewholder. 
There never yet 


was a war, for proof, in which either 
side did not have the assurance from 
its clergy that its cause was just and 
under the special protection of Provi- 
dence. 


It is not to be contended that in a 


republic a clergyman shall lose his 
right as a citizen to hold express politi- 
cal opinions. But when tho preacher 
becomes a citizen he should for the 
moment 
cease to be a clergyman. 


Propriety ought to suggest to him that 
he would do much better to hire a hall 
aud reserve tho altar for worship. 
Whatever is spoken from the pulpit 
inevitably carries with it some of the 
authority of the pulpit, and when the 
:hemo is partisanship the pulpit is 
prostituted. 


The churches throughout the United 


States have been damaged by their po- 
litical pastors. 
These zealots—not for 


religion, but for party—have made 
wounds that will rankle, and laid up 
for their churches a store of exasper- 
ated contempt which will tend to tho 
spread of the gospel or the increase of 
sweetness and light.
